By the attached teletype Little Rock Division advises 
that they are conducting a briefing concerning the arrest of the 
subjects in the WATPAC investigation. This meeting will be held 
on April 15, 1987, in Little Rock. April 14 and 16 should be 
scheduled as travel days for this briefing. All offices which 
are expected to make arrest in this matter are requested to have 
a representative present. Little Rock has also requested that a 
representative from the Domestic Terrorism Unit (DTU) , Criminal 
Investigatiye Division (CID) ; the Hostage Rescue Team (HRT) ; and 
the Civil Rights Unit, CID have a representative present. 

Little Rock is anticipating returning an indictment of 
numerous persons involved in right-wing terrorism, sometime 
during the week of April 20, 1987, and their arrest will 
immediately follow the return of the indictment. Fourteen 
individuals are to be indicted for seditious conspiracy and other 
related charges however there will only^be eight arrests in this 
matter, as some of the subjects are already incarcerated. 

Divisions which are to make arrests and which are 
revested to have a representative present for the Little Rock 
briefing are Butte, Dallas, Detroit, Kansas City, Oklahoma City 
and St. Louis. Denver Division is requested to have a 
representative present in that the Little Rock indictment will be 
issued simultaneously with an indictment from Denver which will 
be a civil rights indictment for the murder of Alan Berg. Three 
of tte individuals to be indicted in Little Rock will also be 
indicted in Denver. The Terrorism Section, CID, recommends that 
FBIHQ support this conference by sending a representative from 
the DTU.

Webster of the Federal Bureau of Investigation announced today 
that federal grand juries in Fort Smith, Arkansas, and Denver, 
Colorado, have returned indictments charging 15 individuals with 


multiple violations of federal statutes, including sedition, or 
conspiracy to overthrow the government of the United States, and 
the murder of a radio talk show host in Denver in June 1984. 

The defendants were alleged to have engaged in such 
activities as part of their affiliation with white supremacist 
organizations. 

The Fort Smith indictment, returned under seal by the grand 
jury on Tuesday, was unsealed today after eight defendants were 
^^^®sted by the FBI . The other seven are already serving 
sentences at federal correctional facilities for previous 
convictions. The Denver indictment was returned today. 

*^These indictments show that we will not tolerate unjust 
criminal activities by any group seeking to overthrow our system 
of government, Meese said. 

Meese said the federal grand jury at Fort Smith returned an 
indictment charging 10 individuals with participating in a 
seditious conspiracy between July 1983 and March 1985 to

Assistant Attorney General William Bradford Reynolds, head 
of the Department's Civil Rights Division, said a one-count 
indictment was returned today in U.S. District Court in Denver 
against Lane, Pierce, Scutari and Jean Margaret Craig in 
connection with the murder of radio talk show host Alan Berg. 
Craig is currently imprisoned in Pleasanton, California, 

The four were charged with one count each of violently 
interfering with Berg's right to engage in and enjoy his 
employment. The indictment charged that the defendants acted 
because of his race, religion, national origin and employment. 

Berg was shot with a submachine gun the night of June 18, 
1984, as he got out of his car in front of his apartment. Berg, 
who was Jewish, frequently used his show to attack and embarrass 
white supremacist movements and their leaders. 

All defendants in the slaying are members of The Order. 

Reynolds praised the investigation conducted by the FBI and the 
Denver police department. The case was presented to the federal 
grand jury by attorneys in the Civil Rights Division and in the 
office of Robert N. Miller, the U.S. Attorney for Colorado. 

The Fort Smith indictment said the 10 defendants, as part of 
the conspiracy to overthrow the government, would finance these 
efforts by armed robberies and counterfeiting. 

The indictment also charged that the defendants planned 
assassinations of federal officials, including a federal judge.

They also plotted 
destruction of utilities, polluting of water supplies, 
establishing guerilla warfare training camps and procuring false 
identification to allow the participants to remain unidentified, 
according to the indictment. 

Snell and four others were also charged in the Fort Smith 
indictment with conspiring to murder the chief United States 
District judge of the Western District of Arkansas and a Special 
Agent of the FBI assigned to the FBI's Little Rock field office. 

Charged, along with Snell, in the alleged conspiracy to 
murder were : 

William H. Wade . 68, Smithville, Arkansas; 

Ivan Ray Wade . 34, Smithville, Arkansas; 

Lambert Miller . 36, Springfield, Missouri; 

David Michael McGuire . 24, St. Louis, Missouri. 

Snell, McGuire and Miller were further charged with 
willfully attempting to murder the federal judge and the FBI 
agent. 

The Fort Smith indictment also charged that Scutari and 
Barnhill transported more than $5,000 in stolen money from Idaho 
to Arkansas and that Smalley received more than $5,000 in stolen 
money. 

Director Webster said the indictments and arrests were the 
result of an extensive investigation by the FBI throughout the 
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United States with the cooperation of the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms, U.S. Secret Service, the U.S. Marshals 
Service and the Bureau of Prisons, as well as state and local law 
enforcement agencies. 

*^The indictments demonstrate that the FBI will continue to 
bring to justice those individuals who use criminality and 
violence in the name of political or social change, Webster 
said.

— Seditious conspiracy (18 U.S.C. 2384), $20,000 fine or 20 
years in prison;

By the attached teletype, the Li ttle Rock Divisio n is 
requesting that one Special Agent (SA) fSA l [ 

San Francisco Division ) , be temporarily assigned to Little Rock 
for an additional 30 days, commencing February 9, 1987, and 
ending March 10, 1987. Little Rock by teletype dated October 20, 
1986, had requested three SA's be temporarily assigned to the 
Little Rock Division. Two of the Special Agents were requested 
for a 30 day period and a fourth for a 75 day period. These SA’s 
were to assist in the investigation of numerous right-wing 
extremists. By addendum to Little Rock’s October 20, 1986, 
teletype, approval was obtained in this matter. Two SA’s were 
assigned to Little Rock' for a period of 30 days beginning 
December 2, 1986, and one SA was assigned for a 75 day period. 

By teletype dated December 31, 1986, Little Rock requested that 
on e of the two SA’s assigned to Little Rock for a 30 day period 
SA | ^ be extended for an additional 30 day period. By 
addendxua to Little Rock’s D ecember 31, 1986, teletype, approval 
was obtained for SA I I to be extended for an additional 30 

day period. Since SA I ~l has been assigned to Little Rock’s 
Division, he has been engaged in developing all the elements 
necessary to charge various persons with assaulting Federal 
Officers, to include United States District Court I I

Little Rock believes that in order for them to return 
indictments against several major leaders of the right-wing 
movement by the middle of March, 1987, not less than 22 
interviews of siabjects and associates are necessary. Little Rock 
also feels that it is necessary to review telephone records, bank 
records , and tape conversations between these leaders. Although 
I I will not be involved in all of the inteirviews or all of 

the reviewing of tapes and records, he will be involved in a 
large majority of them. 


The SAC Little Rock has advised that all of his 
personnel are fully assigned on critical and priority matters and 
he has canceled all extended leave, in-services, and the physical 
training program. As such. Little Rock is precluded from 
assigning additional agents to this major investigation from its 
current complement.

The cost of temporarily assigning an agent to 
Little Rock for a period of 30 days, will be: 

$73.00/day X 30 days = $2,190.00.

The Criminal Investigative Division, Domestic Terrorism 
Unit concurs with Little Rock's request. 

Little Rock has requested they be allowed to rent an 
automobile for the agent on temporary assignment. The Domestic 
Terrorism Unit concurs with this request in view of the non- 
availability of appropriate vehicles within the Little Rock fleet 
which could logically be utilized in this ongoing investigation. 
The cost of renting the vehicle will be $186. 00/week X 4 weeks 
= $744.00. Because of threats that have been made by various 

right-wing elements against FBI Agents, these cars should be 
rented covertly. 

The Domestic Terrorism Unit recommends that the funding 
for the temporary assignment to Little Rock be allocated from the 
Emergency Investigative Fund so that field office travel budgets 
will not be adversely affected by this investigation.
